These  seminars  are  offered  to  assist  you  to  read  all  types 
of  material  more  quickly,  more  purposefully,  and  with 
greater  comprehension.  In  short,  to  make  YOU  a more 
"Effective  Reader," 

This  intensive  non-credit  seminar  is  designed  to  improve 
the  reading  effectiveness  and  efficiency  of  any  student. 

Many  techniques  will  be  used,  including  the  use  of  techni- 
cal equipment  such  as  the  tachi s toscope  and  the  controlled 
reader.  The  reading  level  of  each  student  will  be  established 
at  the  beginning  and  at  the  end  of  the  course.  Progress 
will  be  checked  and  the  reading  problems  of  the  individual 
will  be  analyzed. 

Seminars  are  Monday  to  Friday.  They  will  start  on  Tuesday 
July  2 and  continue  to  Friday  July  26.  The  seminar  requires 
attendance  for  two  hours  daily.  Students  may  register  in 
any  one  of  six  seminars.
